The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
wherein if said optical level is more than the predetermined level, said supplying means 
supply the optical signal supplied to the optical transmission signal input portion instead 
of said signal of monitoring the optical switch circuit in combination with the rest of claim 
1 for the reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks section filed 3/16/06.

supplied to the optical transmission signal input portion of the optical crossconnect 
device is the predetermined level or less as stated in claim 18.
